Things that the gunsmss and natursl-
ist and osture lover would dote on—for
people can love pature without regard
to selence or dissection—are discounted
In thelr care for what, after all, scems
very bumdrum quarry when found, a
mere inaniniste piece of board or sta-
ging, which some carpenter overlooked
when bhe worked iu that spot, and
which the strangers pounce on and ap-
propriate us though it wers the one
thing above ali others worth having.

“Whal are they golug to do with
that plece of board 77" asks some one
not versed in bharvest tie anuals,

“Shol op some negro's cornhouse
with il," comes the answer. “See,
there's the place, through those trees to
the right.”

“What are they golug to do that
for™”

“Oh, because the negro hasn’t paid
auf, and this is the only time of year
when he would be likely o have any-
Lhing to pay cul with. Those men are
the Sherif"s Deputies. He has put
ibem out all over the counlry now.
They will take that board and nail It
acrosa Lhe door of the corn house, fod-
der house, or colton bin, or whatever Is
levied on, and, sHglht as it seems, that
bonrd represents the seal of the law.
Just now, lying on the ground, it was
merely a disearded, weather-beaten
piece of scantling, but once pul up
ncross Lhe door and hammered In place,
it las & vital meaning.

“How long will it stay there? Until
the owoer of the corn or eolton shows
a disposition to pay the debl, or make
some arrangement In regand to it.  May
be It will be taken down lu two or thiree
dayz, may be not for as many months
or weeks, It depends on clreumstap-
ces,  But however moch need or desire
the owner may have to get into his
barn, or how fur out of the way he may
be from the Sheriff, he won't dare to
lay a finger on the board. It'sa peni-
tentiary offense to tamper with it, and
cven the most ignomnt negro tenant
understandsthat. Thereistragedy and
comedy, too, abroad in e counlry at
this time of year. May be il's only &
beggarly $5 or so that soywehody wanis
to colleet and takes this summasry
meansd of eollection —the balance of
payment on & sewing machine, or for
some piece of furniture or frippery,
bought perhaps a year sgo, andjwhich
these simple folks In their inability to
keep a reckoning may have thought
was paid for. Perhaps io reality it was
paid for, and they are being cheated
sud made 1o pay It over again.
“Rometimes it is a grave matter that
shuts up the cornhouse, relating to the
payment of a 1oule or & man's farm
lands. It may be that the negro has
been caught earrying the crop ofl’ by
stealth somewhere else to sell, in place
of paying his landiord ar the man who
liss furnished supplies and cropmaking
gear during the year. For whatever
omission or desert, trivial or serious, it
is done, Lhe negroes regard the Sherifls
visit with awe, nnd feel themselves dis-
graced and ootlaw=d when the talis-
msniec board is tacked to their door.
